“To threaten a leadership state 
is always a boomerang if he who 
does the threatening comes from a 
country which does not have the 
leadership principle.” 

German officialdom is well aware, 
official circles pointed out, that 
the British and French general 
staffs recently have been in con- 
stant touch with each other, 

They said the German Intelli- 
gence Service had been able to as- 
certain that not only had general 
staff officers of Britain and France 
met but also that they had “arrived 
at important decisions.” 

Germans said the meeting  be- 
tween Keitel and Pariana, each of 
whom is accompanied by technical 
personnel, was, therefore, a coun- 
ter-demonstration. 

Studying All Axis Relations. 

Informed quarters expressed the 
opinion that the  Keitel-Pariana 
talks touched on the Albanian situa- 
tion and said Germany would stand 
by Italy in any action concerning 
Albania. In official quarters it 
was acknowledged that the two 
chiefs of staff were going over the 
whole ground of Rome-Berlin axis 
relations from the military view- 
point.

It said that if Poland “con- 
cluded an alliance against Ger- 
many it would be an accessory to 
the aggressive war policy pursued 
by the English Government.”

Many diplomats believed that 
military talks yesterday and today 
between Gen. Alberto Pariani, chief 
of the Italian General Staff, and 
Colonel-General Wilhelm Keitel, 
chief of the high command of Ger- 
man armed forces, concerned an 
Italian-German plan involving Al- 
banfa, 

The fact was cited that Pariani 
was chief military adviser to Al- 
bania for five years, from 1927 to 
1932. He is said to have the best 
military knowledge of King Zog’s 
realm, 

A communique issued by Stefani, 
official Italian news agency, merely 
said: 

“Meetings between Gen. Keitel, 
chief of the German superior mili- 
tary command, and Gen. Pariani, 
chief of staff of the Italian army, 
are taking place April 5 and 6.” 


Question of Possible Gain. 
Diplomats were puzzled as to the 
end to be gained by any occupa- 
tion of the 10,629-square-mile king- 
dom lying at its nearest point about 
130 miles across the Adriatic from 
the heel of the Italian boot. They 
pointed out that Italy already had 
virtually complete control of Al- 
bania’s natural resources, 

They were inclined to believe 
that occupation of Albania, if un- 
dertaken, would really be a move 
directed at other countries but 
these sources could not conceive 
of it as a thrust against Yugo- 
slavia, for Albania’s mountains 
make the land route into Yugo- 
slavia virtually impenetrable for a 
large army. 

Yugoslavia’s Northern frontiers 
front both Italy and German Aus- 
tria, any Italian military occupa- 
tion of Albania on Yugoslavia’s 
Southern border would give Yu- 
goslavia something to worry about. 

Numerous Germans live in Yu- 
gloslavia’s Northern region, as well 
as 3,000,000 disaffected Croats who 
have been demanding autonomy. 

Some diplomats said the occupa- 
tion conceivably might be under- 
fttaken to put pressure on Greece 
and might be connected with re- 
ports—wholly unconfirmed—that 
Britain has sounded out Greece 
regarding establishment of naval 
bases there. 


Gravest Moment Since 1918. 


The newspaper Il Popolo di Ro- 
ma said, “the world is full of rum- 
ors of wars; it is said and perhaps 
truly that since 1918 there has not 
been a moment graver than this 
one... 

“It is not to be doubted that the 
international situation is rather 
serious,’ the newspaper comment- 
ed, adding that “psychological fac- 
tors” made it so.

Italy, the newspaper said, was 
not nervous but had “the calm- 
ness of the storm.” 

This was proved, it went on, by 
the fact that although Italians 
were ready if need be “to throw 
down the plow and take up the 
machine-gun,” work was proceed- 
ing normally throughout the coun- 
try. 
“We have arrived at a decisive 
turning point in our struggle for 
existence but the outcome is not 
to be decided only on the battle- 
field—if the fates have ordained 
that—but in the field of labor as 
well.” 
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Italian Warships Put in 
At Albanian Port, Durazzo

Political, economic and fi- 
nancial accords built around the 
1927 defensive alliance have made 


Italian influence felt in all phases 


of Albanian life. 

In return for loans of $30,000,000 
Albania has granted Italy several 
important monopolies, directory 
power over the Royal Army and 
virtual control of foreign affairs. 

The monopolies include oil, agri- 
cultural products, fishing rights, 
production of electric power in sev- 
eral cities and control of the Al- 
banian National Bank of issue. Al- 
bania’s mineral wealth is extensive 
but undeveloped. 

Albania comprises 10,630 square 
miles of territory, mostly mountain- 
ous. Its population, principally 
Mohammedan, numbers slightly 
more than 1,000,000. Albanian of- 
ficials have declared they will re- 
sist any threat to independence. 
Albania’s army numbers 13,305 men 
and 812 officers; her “navy” con- 
sists of four coastal motorboats. 

The Albanians gained their inde- 
pendence in 1912. after 445 years of 
Turkish rule. They made Ahmed 
Zog president in 1925 when a re- 
public was proclaimed and King 
in 1928 when the constituent as- 
sembly turned the republic into a 
monarchy. 

In 1927 Albania and Italy signed 
a 20-year defensive alliance which, 
Italians say, Zog now has asked to 
be strengthened. 


Belgrade Thinks Move Is Warning 
to Yugoslavia and Greece. 

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, April 
6 (AP).—Reports reaching’  Bel- 
grade from Tirana today told of 
an elaborate Italian naval display 
off the Albanian coast. 

Reports agreed that there had 
been no landing of troops, Italian 
destroyers were reported darting 
about the harbors of San Giovan- 
nia di Medua in the north and Va- 
lona in the south. Three Italian 
warships were at anchor at Du- 
razzo. 

Well informed sources here con- 
sidered this as a warning to Yugo- 
slavia and Greece to stay out of 
the Anglo-French anti-aggression 
bloc. 

Italy’s action may involve only 
the occupation of Albania’s coast- 
line for the purpose of sealing the 
Adriatic, the same source asserted. 
The Yugoslav Government, official- 
ly informed of Italy’s intentions, 
professed to be calm, but the people 
were nervous. They heard that 
several Italian planes arrived at 
Tirana today carrying high Italian 
officials. 


Legation Denies Italian Protecto- 
rate Is Contemplated. 

LONDON, April 6 (AP).—The Al- 
banian legation in London said to- 
day “there is no truth in the re- 
ports of an impending Italian pro- 
tectorate over Albania.” 

A spokesman announced: “We 
have been instructed by our Gov- 
ernment to say that any allega- 
tion that may appear stating that 
Albania has accepted conditions in- 
compatible with her sovereignty or 
her integrity is untrue.” 

Prime Minister Chamberlain in 
the House of Commons took note 
of the arrival of Italian warships 
at Durazzo, Albania, but said all 
was quiet there and that Albania 
had denied that it had accepted any 
conditions incompatible with her 
sovereignty and national integrity. 

Although official quarters were 
watchful of Italian-German moves 
in the direction of Albania there 
was no official indication of what 
action Great Britain or France 
might take in event of a military 
occupation of the little Mohamme- 
dan country. 

Britain was reported authorita- 
tively a few days ago, however, to 
have warned Italy that military 
action would be regarded as a vi- 
olation of the 1938 Anglo-Italian 
friendship accord in which it was

The Communist party newspa- 
per, Pravda, said the death of 
King Ghazi I of Iraq in an auto- 
mobile accident Tuesday and the 
assassination of a British Consul 
at Mosul during frenzied mourning 
for the King were “organized prov- 
ocation” and “undoubtedly the 
work of Fascist agents of the 
Rome-Berlin axis.” 

Izvestia, Government newspaper, 
said Italian-German power has 
been strengthened by the recent 
economic agreement with Rumania, 
“considered in Berlin not only as 
a field for exploitation but as the 
starting point for operations in the 
Near East.” 

It predicted German goods, pro- 
duced cheaply in Rumanian “free 
zones,” would be dumped in the 
Near East to undermine French 
and British markets. 


PRESIDENT PUTS TRADE PACT 
WITH TURKEY INTO EFFECT 


Agreement Was Signed April 1 in 
Ankara—Executive Also Signs 
Eight Bills. 

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., April 6 
(AP).—President Roosevelt signed 
a proclamation yesterday putting 
into effect a trade agreement be- 
tween the United States and Tur- 
key. 

He also signed eight minor bills, 
seven of them relating to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. The eighth ex- 
tends the time for retirement of 
cotton pool participation trust cer- 
tificates. 

The trade pact with Turkey had 
been signed by representatives of 
the two countries at Ankara April 1, 

The President sent a letter to the 
Secretary of the Treasury author- 
izing him to put the pact’s provi- 
sions into effect. 

Harry L. Hopkins, Secretary of 
Commerce, accompanied the Pres- 
ident on a 3i-mile drive to Blue 
Springs, Ga. where they were 
guests at the home of Cason Cal- 
loway, retired textile manufactur- 
er. 


GEORGE VI BESTOWS THE USUAL 
MAUNDY MONEY, BUT BY PROXY 


In King’s Absence, Bishop of Lon- 
don Gives Purses to 88 Poor 
Men and Women. 

LONDON, April 6 (AP).—Forty- 
four poor men and as many wom- 
en, one for each of King George 
VI’s years, received the King’s 
Maundy money today in the tradi- 
tional Maundy Thursday ceremony 
in Westminster Abbey, 

Each received 44 pennies, special- 
ly minted pieces, in red and white 
leather purses. 

They were given in addition or- 
dinary coins so that each man re- 
ceived 95 shillings (currently about 
$22.34) for clothing, provisions and 
“redemption,” and 85 shilings 
($19.90) for each woman. 

The Bishop of London, the Rt. 
Rev. Arthur Winnington-Ingram, 
handed out the purses.

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U. S.-BRITISH PACT 
SIGNED FOR ISLANDS 
IN SOUTH PACIFIC 


Agreement for Their Joint Use 
as Air Stations to Run 
for 50 Years. 


WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP).— 
The United States and Great Brit- 
ain have signed a 50-year agree- 
ment for the joint occupation and 
administration of the islands of 
Canton and Enderbury in the Pa- 
cific Ocean for use as trans-oceanic 
air stations. ' 

The agreement consisted of an 
exchange of notes signed by Secre- 
tary of State Hull and British Am- 
bassador Sir Roland Lindsay. 

It provides that an American 
company or companies may con- 
struct an airport on Canton Island 
which will provide facilities for 


both British and American aircraft | 


in return for fees to be agreed 
upon. 

The islands, considered highly 
important to the airline between 
California and Australia, lie half 
way between Hawaii and Australia.

Steps to Deport Nazis. 

Home Secretary Sir Samuel Hoare 
announced in the House of Com- 
mons today that the British Gov- 
ernment is taking steps to. deport 
members of the German secret 
police and other Nazi organiza- 
tions. 

Hoare said that within recent 
weeks the Government had taken 
steps against three members of 
Nazi organizations. 

Chamberlain expected to start 
talks immediately with Viorel Tilea, 
the Rumanian minister, as soon 
as the latter returned from Buch- 
arest after discussions with the 
Government of King Carol. 

Col. Beck went to Portsmouth to 
inspect British naval units, 

Beck to See Tilea. 

After the naval visit Beck 
planned to return to London in 
time for talks with Tilea on a 
possible broadening of a Polish- 
Rumanian defense pact. The two 
countries already are pledged to 
mutual defense in event of aggres- 
sion by Soviet Russia. 

A series of such unilateral pacts, 
rather than a general defense 
agreement among several interest- 
ed nations, was said to be the 
shape now being taken by Chamb- 
berlain’s anti-aggression plan. 

The general pact was said to 
have been discarded because of the 
reluctance of Poland and Rumania 
to enter a defense agreement with 
the Soviet. 

Both states, however, were said 
to be willing for Britain and France 
to make such agreements with 
Russia in the system of unilateral 
defense pacts. 

Beck saw the United States Am- 
bassador, Joseph P. Kennedy, and 
the Hungarian Minister last night 
and was scheduled to talk with the 
French Ambassador, Charles Cor- 
bin, before leaving for Warsaw to- 
night. ~ 

Beck’s conversation with the Hun- 
garian Minister was believed con- 
cerned with British reaction to the 
Polish desire that the Magyars be 
brought into the anti-aggression 
set-up. 

To include Hungary, it was re- 
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ported Poland had suggested minor 
border revisions by Rumania in 
favor of Hungary. 


Poland Not to Drop Balance Policy, 
Newspaper Says. 


WARSAW, April 6 (AP).—De- 
spite the new mutual defense ac- 
cord with Britain, Poland will con- 
tinue its traditional policy of bal- 
ance and good neighborly relations, 
the influential Kurjer Czerwony, 


often used as a mouthpiece of the 
Polish Foreign Office, declared to- 
day. 

The newspaper interpreted the 
agreement as a “strengthening of 
Polish-British relations which with- 
out doubt will have an influence on 
the European situation by cement- 
ing and increasing peace.” 

It said: 

“The Polish-British understand- 
ing will be permanent and will con- 
stitute a stable factor. This will 
not be an emergency agreement 
concerning temporary conditions. 

“Poland will not participate in a 
broad multilateral agreement. It 
will maintain its traditional policy 
of balance and good neighborly re- 
lations in regard to its two big 
neighbors.” (They are Germany 
on three sides and Soviet Russia 
on the east.) 

The National Opposition news- 
paper, Wieczor Warszawski, said 
“the Polish-British understanding 
is not directed against any coun- 
try.” 

“It does not aim at encircling 
anybody,” it added, “but only to 
create a permanent and organic 
element of European peace.” 


Hungary Is Concerned Over British 
Pact With Rumania. 

BUDAPEST, April 6 (AP).—The 
possibility that British guarantees 
to Poland might be extended also 
to Rumania gave rise to increasing 
concern in Hungary today. 

If Rumania were drawn into a 
British sponsored system of defen- 
sive alliances, the Hungarian-Ru- 
manian border might become fixed 
for an indefinite time and shatter 
Hungarian hopes of ultimately “tak- 
ing back into the fatherland” the 
hundreds of thousands of Hungar- 
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ians living in Rumanian Transyl- 
vania, war-lost territory. 

Hungarians believed new guaran- 
tees would continue “old injustices”’ 
and add to political confusion in the 
Balkans. 

The official newspaper, Pester 
Lloyd, observed that “a guarantee 
to Poland alone raises many prob- 
lems, but if a guarantee to Ru- 
mania is brought into the discus- 
sions, the problem becomes infinite- 
ly more complicated.”

NEW YORK, Apri] 6.—The value

Evicted Tenants to Present 
Complaint 79 Were Denied 
Right to Vote Tuesday. 


Members of the St. Louis Civil 
Liberties Committee will confer 
late today with representatives of 
evicted Negro sharecroppers of 
Southeast Missouri on a complaint 
that 79 of the sharecroppers, all 
qualified voters, were denied the 
right to vote in a school election 
at Wyatt, Mississippi County, Tues- 
day. The meeting will be at the 
office of Dr. Jerome E. Cook, head 
of the committee, Metropolitan 
Building. 

Speaking for the Negroes will be 
one of those denied the vote, and 
the Rev. Owen H. Whitfield, lead- 
er of the recent roadside demon- 
stration of the evicted group, now 
residing in Kirkwood. 

The spokesman from Mississippi 
County, who declined to permit 
use of his mame said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
a white woman had threatened to 
have the Sheriff “run them away” 
when the Negroes went to the poll- 
ing place in a body and that a 
white man, a store clerk, shut the 
door against them. The Negroes 
went to Charleston, where they got 
a letter from Prosecuting Attorney 
George Bridges, upholding their 
right to vote, but a cattle raiser at 
the polls refused to recognize it, 
the spokesman related. 
Resentment over the recent dem- 
onstration and fear that the Ne- 
groes would vote for a school di- 
rector opposed by many white resi- 
dents were the apparent reasons 
for the refusal of the franchise, 
said the two representatives. They 
asserted that the Negroes were not 
especially interested in the school 
election, but wished to maintain 
their right to yote. They reported 
the affair yesterday to a Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agent 
here, who said he lacked jurisdic- 
tion but would transmit the facts 
ito State Attorney-General Roy Mc- 
Kittrick. 

Twenty-nine children from the 
Sweet Home Church settlement of 
evicted sharecroppers attended the 
Wyatt Negro school in February 
for two weeks, until they were sent 
home, the representatives said.

Police broke up today a parade of 
300 persons marching with posters 
saying, “Viva Hitler, Viva Musso- 
lini, Viva Franco.”

Three Doctors Say Lots of Wa- 
ter, Oranges and Vitamins 
Cuts Death Rate. 


NEW YORK, April 6 (AP).— 
Three New York doctors con- 
demned today the use of alcohol in 
treatment for delirium tremens, 
The physicians, Karl Bowman, 
Herman Wortis and Sylvan Keiser, 
announced in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association a 
new treatment which they said cut 
the death rate from 16 per cent to 
4.6 per cent. 

“The administration of alcohol, 
either to prevent delirium tremens 
or as a subsequent therapeutic 
measure, has no basis in fact,” the 
article said, “and furthermore, oft- 
en presents an insurmountable psy- 
chologic barrier to the further 
treatment of such patients.” 

The authors recommended a soft 
diet rich in vitamins and at least 
3000 to 4000 cubic centimeters of 
water daily to combat dehydration. 
Orange juice in plentiful quantities, 
they said, helped restore the brain 
to normal functioning and speeded 
elimination of alcohol from the sys- 
tem. 

The physicians reported that in 
the six months before development 
of. the new treatment 16 out of 97 
patients at Bellevue Hospital, where 
Dr. Bowman is director of the psy- 
chiatric ward, died during delirium 
tremens. 

In the same period under the im- 
proved treatment, they said, only 
three patients out of 65 died.

Air Raids, 


SHANGHAI, April 6 (AP).—Ap- 
parently blocked in its westward 
offensive toward Changsha, the 
Japanese command sent bombing 
planes out over a vast section of 
Central China again today. 

The Chinese reported about 200 
casualties resulted from some of 
the raids which the Japanese said 
were directed at military establish- 
ments, with emphasis on stations 
along the Chekiang-Kiangsi Rail- 
way and communication centers 
along the Kan River. 

Changsha, Hunan Province cap- 
ital, itself was bombed and the 


Chinese said 40 persons were killed. 

The Japanese reported destruc- 
tion of a military headquarters and 
plane repair shops at Hengyang, 
in Hunan south of Changsha; mili- 
tary establishments and a railway 
station at Kweisi, Kiangsi Prov- 
ince; munition dumps at Iyang, 
east of Kweisi; military warehouses 
at Yinegtan, Yuhan and Santan in 
the Lake Poyang district, and bar- 
racks and fortifications at Kian, 
Central Kiangsi. 

Far to the Southwest, Nanning, 
capital of Kwangsi Province, was 
reported to have been raided daily 
since the first of the month. 

Severe fighting continued in the 
Kaoan and Wuning sectors of the 
Kiangsi front, with the Japanese 
apparently still unable to smash 
through westward and southwest- 
ward toward Changsha. 

Ningpo, river port in the Hang- 
chow Bay district south of Shang- 
|hai, was reported closed to ship- 
|ping as the result of a concentra- 
tion of 24 warships in the bay.

Japanese Making Headway Against 
Shantung Guerrillas. 

TSINGTAO, China, April 6 (AP). 
—The Japanese anti-guerrilla mop- 
up in Shantung Province and wide- 
spread efforts to instill friendship 
among Shantung’s 38,000,000 people 
appear to be making headway. 

In recent weeks the striking pow- 
er of the guerrillas has declined 
steadily, observers say, as a result 
of the vigorous operations of mo- 
torized Japanese columns. 

The guerrilla bands are being 
broken into smaller units, it is said, 
and pushed away from railways, 
highways and cities. 

The guerrillas, especially. those 
under Admiral Shen Shung-lieh 
with headquarters at Ishui, Central 
Shantung, still attack Japanese gar- 
risons and communications fre- 
quently but without major results. 
It is said the Chinese are short of 
ammunition and equipment. Band- 
its preying on the countryside are 
turning farmers against the guer- 
rillas, enabling the Japanese to or- 
ganize “anti-Communist volunteer 
corps.” 

Drastic Japanese punishment also 
is playing an effective role. Jap- 
anese burn the village nearest any 
section of railroad that is attacked. 
As a result villagers fear to har- 
bor the irregular Chinese fighters.

$2,927,000 Payment 


Wipes 
Out Deficit and Gives School 
Fund a Lift. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. April 6 
(AP).—Payment of $2,927,338 inher- 
itance tax by the estate of Alfred 
I. du Pont has wiped out Florida’s 
deficit and given the State a boost 
toward paying its public school ap- 
propriation. 

Comptroller J. M. Lee announced 

receipt of the payment yesterday, 
one day after Gov. Fred P. Cone 
reported to the opening session of 
the Legislature that the general 
fund was exhausted. 
The Comptroller had estimated 
the deficit would be $2,000,000 at 
the end of the fiscal year June 30 
and that revenues allocated to 
schools would fall $1,600,000 short 
of appropriations. 

Du Pont, industrialist and real 
estate developer, moved to Florida 
from Delaware. He died at his 
Jacksonville home in April, 1935. 
Previous State collections from the 
du Pont estate totaled $3,635,791. A 
payment in 1936 helped the State 
make full payment to schools for 
the first time in many years. 

At Jacksonville, County Judge J. 
Ollie Edmunds said he had signed 
orders permitting executors of the 
estate to borrow $11,650,351 from| 


State and Federal inheritance tax 
payments. The du Pont will was 
probated in his court. Judge Ed- 
munds said the Federal Govern- 
ment would collect $7,402,465 prin- 
cipal and $1,291,273 interest.

Says Now He Can't Recall 
Talking Over Bail Financ- 
ing With Ex-Gangster. 


NE WYORK, April.6 ‘(AP).—A 
witness through whom the Govern- 
ment sought to connect Johnny 
Torrio, on trial on Federal income 
tax evasion charges, with the busi-

Asked by Prosecutor Seymour 
Kiein if he hadn't had a discus- 
sion with Torrio about the money 
needed, Horowitz responded: “ 
talked to Corcillo.” 


Says Torrio Was There.

MAUNDY THURSDAY SERVICES 
IN MADRID, FIRST SINCE 1936 


Thousands Attend Masses; Franco 
to Preside Soon at Huge 
Victory Parade. 

MADRID, April 6 (AP).—Madrid 
entered soberly upon its first ob-| 
servance since 1936 of 
Thursday, which, like Good Fri- 
day tomorrow, is a national holi- 
day. 

Thousands attend masses at most 
churches. Women wearing the tra- 
ditional mantilla predominated. 

In Burgos it was announced that 
Gen. Francisco Franco would come 
here in the near future to preside 
at Spain’s biggest display of mili- 
tary power. Huge bodies of troops, 
upward of 500 airplanes and some 
naval units are expected to partici- 
pate in a victory parade. 

The police disclosed that 2348 per- 
sons, including 115 employes of the 
Republican Department of Public 
Security and 75 provisional agents 
of investigation, had been arrested 
up to last night.

Montreal Hockey 
Magnate, Dies

MONTREAL, April 6 (AP), — 
James F, Strachan, one-time hock- 
ey Magnate whose Montreal teams 
won the Stanley Cup four times 
between 1906 and 1926, died last 
night at the age of 63. 

President of the Montreal Wan- 
derers when they were organized 
in 1904, his teams won the cup in 
1906, 1907 and 1909, and had on 
their rosters such men as Lester 
Patrick, now manager of the New 
York Rangers, and Art Ross, pilot 
of the Boston Bruins. 

Strachan later sold the team and 
was out of hockey until 1924, when 
the Maroons were organized and 
he was chosen president. He 
helped put together one of the 
game’s greatest forward lines—the 
“Three-S” line of Nels Stewart, 
Hooley Smith and Babe Siebert, all 
of them still active—and in 1926 
saw the Maroons win the Stanley 
Cup. Strachan was head of the 
club until 1934, when he retired 
from hockey permanently. The 
Maroons, already on the down- 
grade, were disbanded last year.

Faculty members considered 
that an affront. It was a direct 
slap at the importance of educa- 
tion and educators. 

Even the Texas Legislature be- 
came indignant, and a move was 
launched to raise the president's 
pay, then only $8000, to $25,000. A 
compromise was reached later, 
and now the president of Texas 
University is permitted to draw 
up to $17,500, with the regents 
setting the figure.

No Other Complaints. 


WHILE COACHES’ SALARIES 
in many big football schools prob- 
ably exceed the pay of a majority 
of the faculty members, in most 
cases the presidential salary 
is larger than the coach’s. A 
questionnaire sent out by this 
writer to a score of leading in- 
stitutions seems to prove this, al- 
though reluctance to give accu- 
rate information hampered the 
investigation. 

In several instances—notably 
Dartmouth, Duke and Michigan 
—not even an estimate could be 
obtained on the salary of either 
official. Either official figures 
or close estimates were given 
for 18 important football schools 
and Tennessee was the only one 
that showed the coach better paid 
than the president of the univer- 
sity.

Locally the situation is some- 
thing of a_ secret. At St. 
Louis University, as with several 
other religious institutions men- 
tioned above, the president re- 
ceives no salary while the coaches 
at Washington and St. Louis U. 
probably receive $7500 or there- 
abouts. 

However, in many cases football 
coaches are more to their schools 
than just teachers of football. 
They are occasionally directors of 
athletics. Often they are instruc- 
tors or professors in physical edu- 
cation and other subjects. In this 
respect some of them really earn 
more than the professors. Being 
feachers, they also double in

bracket. 

“It took 14 months to get the 
first division of soldiers into the 
fighting line in the World War,” 
he remarked parenthetically, “and 
they were equipped with French 
guns, foreign munitions, British 
rifles, and were carried for the 
most part in foreign transports. 

“We can never expect again to 

ye 14 months in which to get 
niet 

The War Department, he _ said, 
has no intention of dislocating any 
American industry “unless an emer- 
gency comes,” but, he added: 

“A prepared America means 4a 
peaceful America, in my opinion.” 

Johnson quoted President Roose- 
velt as saying to him: 

“In the revival of the spirit of na- 
tional defense, industry is playing 
a leading and vital role. I am con- 
scious of its loyalty. I appreciate 
its co-operative efforts. Its patri- 
otic services I commend as an ex- 
ample of good and useful citizen- 
ship.” 

Progressively Johnson named the 
materials vital to the conduct of a 
war which the United States must 


import chromium, high-grade 
manganese. tungsten, rubber and 
tin among them—and related how 
industry began building up its 
stocks, 

Co-Operation After Munich. 

In his address, Johnson told the 
story of what he called American 
industrial mobilization to insure 
peace for the United States by de- 
manding the respect of belligerents. 

Industry, he said, had responded 
to the War Department’s request 
for co-operation immediately after 
the Munich pact which dismem- 
bered Czecho-Slovakia. 

Chromium importers, he said, 
bought enough to meet the needs 
for three vears. 

Producers of ferro-manganese 
began building up their reserves. 
Domestic tungsten production was 
accelerated. Chemists began work- 
ing on rubber substitutes. Other 
experiments produced a “nickel 
plated can which today gives every 
Promise of replacing tin for all our 
Purposes and at no greater cost.” 

Power Production Increased. 

Johnson related that at the War 
Department's suggestion, power 
companies serving munitions cen- 
ters had prepared for the installa- 
tion of machinery to produce 900,- 
000 kilowatts “and there is every 
indication that we very soon will 
reach our million mark.” 

He suggested a four-point pro-

BARUCH OPPOSES ECONOMIC 
WAR ON AGGRESSOR NATIONS 


Tells Senators on Neutrality Legislation Plan 
Might Bring Military Conflict—For: 
Cash Arms Sales to All. 


WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP).— 
The Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee heard a warning today from 
Bernard M. Baruch, Wall street 
financier, who was a confidant of 
President Wilson, that an economic 
war against the aggressor nations 
might lead this country into a mili- 
tary war. The committee is con- 
ducting a hearing on neutrality 
legislation. 

Indorsing the principle of placing 
arms and ammunition on a “‘cash- 
and-carry” basis with other prod- 
ucts when other countries are at 
war and this country is neutral, 
Baruch said he believed this could 
be done without affecting this coun- 
try’s neutrality status. 

“I understand that some of the 
pressure for this legislation is the 
reverse of a wish to treat all na- 
tions alike,” Baruch told the com- 
mittee in a formal statement. “It 
has been suggested that the aggres- 
sor nations, if not halted, will start 
a European war—that, if there is a 
European war, we can’t keep out 


of it, and that, therefore, the only 
way to keep out of war is now to 
engage in economic war against 
them to prevent their starting Eu- 
ropean war. 

“On that theory, if our economic 
war. fails, we will be in military 
war, and I think that, if we make 
economic war, that conclusion is in- 
evitable. I am not sure that, even 
with the utmost economic pressure, 
we could prevent European war if 
it were determined upon by the 
aggressors. 

View on U. S. Involvement. 


“IT also question the theory that 
we must take part in any European 
war. I am no military expert but I 
do happen to have some experience 
with many nations in the World 
War. I venture to believe that this 
country or this hemisphere can es- 
cape involvement in a European 
conflict and we can do this without 
burying our head in the sand: we 
can still raise our voice against 
faithlessness and brutality. 

“You will hear it said that, if we 
do not go in of our own volition, 
our turn will come next. It is true 
that our barriers of seawater have 
been narowed by science and inven- 
tion. But they are ‘still formidable.” 


Baruch was asked by Senator 
Reynolds (Dem.), North Carolina, 
if he thought the United States 
should “again go to war to save 
Christianity and democracy.” 

“That is a hard question to an- 
swer,” Baruch replied. “My desire 
to keep this country out of war is 
predominant. If the question 
worked out to threaten us, if the 
western hemispher: were invaded, 
then we would have to act.” 

When Reynolds swung around to 
a discussion of war debts, Baruch 
said that under present circum- 
stances he did not think it was 
best to press for payment by Great 
Britain and France of their debts 
at this time. 

Serious Attack Not Likely. 


Baruch, who was President Wil- 
son's chairman of the 1918 War In- 
dustries Board, said it was incred- 
ible that, “without almost complete 
domination of the water and sky 
of both the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans, a military attack in truly 
threatening force could be launched 
against this hemisphere from 
either Europe or Asia.” 

“Tf we believe we can defend this 
hemisphere, then the whole argu- 
ment for now waging economic war 
weakens,” he declared. 

He said he thought it was unjust 
to prohibit the export of war weap- 
ons to belligerents without prohib- 
iting the sale of food. 

“To embargo the sale of imple- 
ments of war, under conditions that 
now exist, might be the means of 
cementing into power the stronger 
nations and reducing weaker na- 
tions to slavery or worse,” he said. 
“We are trying to meet conditions 
existent at the moment. We are 
not trying to legislate for all time 
to come. If, when, and as the cir- 
cumstances that now justify this 
revision should change, the law 
can be changed. I see no differ- 
ence in time of war between the 
sale of life-sustaining wheat and 
death-dealing guns. Wheat is es- 
sential for the armies, but were 
we to keep wheat away for that 
reason, the deprivation might be- 
come a mass-killing, particularly of 
women and children.” 

The financier, who frequently has 
consulted with President Roosevelt 
since 1933, said he believed the 
world’s effort toward an interna- 
tional agreement under which neu- 
trals were forbidden to deal with 
belligerents, under economic sanc- 
tions, had failed. 

“Sanctions Acts of War.” 

“Sanctions are acts of war,” 
Baruch declared. “The opposite— 
complete neutrality in which ef- 
forts are made to preserve the 
friendship of warring Powers by 
the neutrals—also have been fail- 
ures.” 

Baruch said that it was obvious 
that the cash-and-carry provision 
would limit sales of supplies to 
those able to pay for them and able 
to move them. 

“But, after all,” he added, “that 
rule holds good in normal com- 
merce. I do not see that we are 
required to adjust all inequalities of 


this sort. If that is our intention, 
we may as well face it and go to 
war. 

“From the time we become in- 
volved in war,” he gave warning, 
“England, adopting our rule, might 
shut us off from our vital war sup- 
plies of tin, rubber, nickel and tea, 
except as we would come and get 
it in our own ships, some of it 
half-way around the world. 

“The bearing of unnecessarily 
harsh restrictions, on the new recip- 
rocal trade treaties is also plain. 
If we are to avoid the commerce- 
destroying bi-lateral barter-system 
and to attempt to break down trade 
barriers and restore the flow of 
free private commerce by recipro- 
cal agreements, we should _ also 
avoid all possible new barriers to 
trade, such as any proposal to re- 
strict all exports within unneces- 
sarily narrow and, to some nations, 
impossible limits. 

“The commerce of the world upon 
which rests both the peace and 
prosperity of the world is dying. 
It is being killed by increasing re- 
strictions of barter, tariffs, quotas 
and self-containment. With one 
hand, through Mr. Secretary Hull's 
efforts, we are attempting to re- 
store it. With the other, through 
some of the extremist proposals 
and attitudes on this legislation, we 
threaten to restrict it further. Such 
a course I regard as unwise.” 

On Keeping Out of War. 

“We have now an absolute pro- 
hibition on the export of lethal 
weapons,” Baruch said, referring 
to the bar in the present neutrality 
law on export of arms and ammu- 
nition to nations at war. “Now, 
on the essential principles we are 
discussing here—the principles of 
neutrality or keeping out of war 
—this has nothing to do with 
either. 

“It springs from another high 
purpose, which is to prevent our 
country from selling any kind of 
weapon with which men kill each 
other. It is a rebuke to war as an 
institution. It will not prevent war, 
take us in, or keep us out of war. 

“If we want to make a gesture, 
let us do so, but let us not do it un- 
der any idea that it aids either neu- 
trality or peace. If we do not sup- 
ply the weapons, other nations 
will.

FRANCE, BRITAIN 
QUERY FRANCO ON 
ITALIAN TROOPS 


Ask Him for ‘Clarification’ 
of Reports That Fresh 
Fascist Legionnaires 
Have Arrived in Spain. 


PARIS, April 6 (AP). — France 
and Britain joined in two requests 
to the Spanish Nationalist Govern- 
ment at Burgos today. 

They instructed their Ambassa- 
dors to ask for “clarification” of 
rumors that Italy was continuing 
to send troops to Spain, although 
the civil war has ended, and to 
request permission for foreign 
ships to enter Alicante harbor and 
take aboard 4000 Spanish Republi- 
can refugees, now in the neutral 
zone of the eastern coastal city. 


The neutral zone at Alicante was 
created shortly after the surrender 
of Madrid with the approval of Na- 
tionalist authorities. Former Re- 
publican officials who fled from the 
capital had free access to the zone. 

It was understood France and 
Britain consulted each other on 
the matter before the instructions 
were sent to Marshal Henri Petain 
and Sir Maurice Peterson. 

The rumors included one that 
15,000 Italian soldiers landed at 
Cadiz in the last few days. There 
was no confirmation, even in of- 
ficial French quarters, where it 
was said only that the rumors “per- 
sisted.” 

An official denial that fresh Ital- 
ian Legionnaires landed at Cadiz 
or any other Spanish port came 
from Burgos, where some inform- 
ants expected Italian forces now 
there to depart after a military re- 
view by Gen. Francisco Franco in 
Madrid. 

R. A. Butler, Undersecretary for 
Foreign Affairs, told the British 
Parliament yesterday that the Brit- 
ish Ambassador’s knowledge of the 
desirability of Italian troops’ leav- 
ing Spain was such that it was 
not necessary to give him special 
instructions. He said Britain was 
maintaining keenest interest in the 
Italian troop question. 

France previously had taken an 
official stand that Italian troops 
must be removed from Spain with 
the end of the civil war.

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PLAYING NO FAVORITES. 

Congress is allowing no grass to grow under its 
feet as it takes advantage of the Supreme Court’s 
decision that all public employes are subject to both 
Federal and state income taxes. Both chambers have 
now passed bills writing into law the Federal share 
in this reform, and all that remains is for minor 
differences between the two measures to be ironed 
out. 

The bill passed by the Senate appears to make a 
thorough job of it, specifically stating that the sal- 
aries of Federal Judges and members of Congress 
shall be subject to both classes of income taxes, 
along with the salaries of less important officials. 
The lower chamber should concur in this democratic 
determination to play no favorites. There is a par- 
ticular propriety in making Congressmen subject to 
the full force of the tax laws, for when our law- 
makers have to pay the various levies the same as 
private citizens, they are likely to give more delibera- 
tion to proposals to boost the budget by a few hun- 
dred millions or even a few billions a year. 

When the bill for reciprocal Federal and state taxa- 
tion of official salaries is finally passed, the move- 
ment to end unfair tax exemptions will be only half 
completed. Happily, the House Ways and Means 
Committee, which originates new tax legislation, is 
reported about to consider a bill to lift the exemp- 
tions now granted the securities of the Federal, state 
and local governments. 

A measure to this end should be passed before 
Congress adjourns. With the Supreme Court in ef- 
fect inviting such legislation, there can be no ex- 
cuse for further delay in eliminating a device by 
which the very wealthy can nullify the principle of 
the graduated income tax. The “short, simple stat- 
ute” which the President asked should be promptly 
forthcoming. 
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BRITAIN’S AIR RAID SCARE. 

The jittery state of nerves abroad, and the readi- 
ness of even England to clamp down on press free- 
dom at a time of emergency, are indicated by Brit- 
ain’s air raid scare of Tuesday night. 

When Earl Stanhope, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
said the fleet was on the alert, its anti-aircraft guns 
manned “so as to be ready for anything,” it was 
natural for the public to receive the statement in 
terms of immediate significance. The fear of a swift 
and devastating Nazi bombing raid, before Britain 
completes its defenses or its alliances, is based on 
general knowledge of Hitler’s fondness for “bdlitz- 
krieg,” or “lightning war.” A reference to the fleet’s 
constant readiness, which apparently was what Stan- 
hope meant, was thus alarmingly interpreted. 

Mr. Chamberlain confesses that his attempt at cen- 
sorship was “not altogether successful.” Indeed, un- 
til the matter was aired before Commons, it doubt- 
less served to increase public confusion and appre- 
hension. The Stanhope speech was reported and 
commented upon by some papers before suppression 
was ordered.

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BREAK OPEN THE DOORS. 

“Killed in committee” is an old form of legislative 
murder. It is a safe method of assassination, too, 
because the executioners are never known. Their 
identity may be suspected, but it can’t be proved. 
Committees work behind closed doors. No record is 
kept of who did what was done. Will Gov. Stark’s 
Kansas City police bill be passed or defeated? That 
is right now the paramount legislative question in 
Missouri.

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FACTS ABOUT THE BUND. 

The 14-volume report on the German-American 
Bund, just released by Attorney-General Murphy, 
serves to confirm the prevailing public impression of 
this organization.

The report, with the addition of financial data, 
should be of value in drafting legislation. There 
must not be suppression of civil rights, but America 
wants no private armies drilling on its soil.

How Our Foreign Policy Is Shaped

VER since the debate between Hamil- 
E ton and Madison over the first Neutral- 

ity Proclamation of 1800, it has been 
legally established that in all matters of 
foreign policy not expressly reserved to 
Congress, the President, as part of his 
prerogative, has control. 

Executive determination of foreign pol- 
icy was taken over from British constitu- 
tional law under which matters of foreign 
policy are part of the prerogative of the 
Crown. But the difference between the 
remaining features of the constitutions of 
the two countries has served greatly to 
enhance the relative power of the Amer- 
ican President. 

The British Prime Minister, the French 
Premier, are subject to question and de- 
bate on the floor of the House of Commons 
and the Chamber of Deputies, and an ad- 
verse vote of those representative bodies 
overthrows them. The principle of the sep- 
aration of powers prevents similar demo- 
cratic control in the United States. 

The question of whether the American 
Navy shall be sent for service in the At- 
lantic or the Pacific is a matter for the 
President alone to decide. The question of 
whether a protest should be lodged be- 
cause of the sinking of an American ship 
or the death of an American national or 
because of an alleged violation of interna- 
tional law is a matter of presidential dis- 


cretion. 
* * 


The provision that the President shall 
make treaties with the advice and consent 
of two-thirds of the members present in the 
Senate originated as a necessity of the do- 
mestic politics of the Constitution-making 
period, rather than as a means of giving 
power to the legislative arm in the conduct 
of foreign relations. Fear -that treaties, 
as part of the supreme law of the land, 
would be used to break down states’ rights, 


particularly fear of the power of the large 


states on the part of the small states, and 
fear on the part of the states of the Mis- 
sissippi and Ohio valleys as to the effect 
of territorial agreements made without 
their consent, was sufficient to account 
for thé original provision. 

The development of the party system 
further obscured the operation of this pro- 
vision. Although the Senate was intended 
originally to be a _ non-partisan advisory 
body, votes giving or withholding consent 
to presidential foreign policy usually re- 
flect partisan considerations. Thus the Pres- 
ident has been given the widest discretion 
in every matter of foreign policy except 
the actual consummation of treaties, over 
which the Senate has been given veto power. 

In recent years, various efforts have been 
made to reduce the frequency of partisan 
deadlock between the executive and the 
Senate, and at the same time to provide 
a larger voice in foreign policy for the leg- 
islative branch of the Government. 

One of these has been appointment of 
Senators as members of delegations attend- 
ing conferences and negotiating treaties; 
on the assumption that they would not al- 
low provisions to be inserted which, in 


their opinion, the Senate will subsequently | 


reject. On the whole, however, this meas- 
ure has had only qualified success, since 
the senatorial delegates have frequently 
found themselves regarded on their re- 
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turn as spokesmen of the administration, 
and therefore without the independent in- 
fluence they would otherwise enjoy. 

A device which has been increasingly 
used, and which eliminates senatorial con- 
currence entirely, is that of the executive 
agreement, whereby an exchange of notes 
covering an agreed course of action takes 
place between the head of the American 
Government and that of another Power. 
Probably the most famous early example 
of this technique was the gentlemen’s agree- 
ment made during the presidency of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, under which Japan agreed 
not to issue passports to immigrants to the 
United States, an agreement terminated 
rather abruptly by Congress in 1924. More 
recently, as a form of executive discretion 
under general legislation originating with 
Congress, agreements have been substituted 
for treaties under the reciprocal trade pro- 
gram of Secretary Hull. 


A second substitute for the two-thirds 
vote required for senatorial ratification of 
treaties, and one which will probably be 
used more in the future, is the joint reso- 
lution of both houses of Congress. This 
was the method used when the United 
States joined the International Labor Or- 
ganization; had it been employed earlier, 
the United States would have been a mem- 
ber of the World Court and might have had 
a more responsible relationship to other in- 
ternational organizations. 

An alternative proposal is amendment of 
the Constitution to substitute a majority 
of both houses of Congress for the pres- 
ent Senate requirement on treaties. While 
theoretically there is everything to be said 
for this technique, the practical difficulties 
of securing the passage of an amendment 
are formidable, 

Among less formal arrangements, two 
proposals recommend themselves. One is 
for the appointment by the President of an 
advisory committee on foreign affairs, con- 
taining representatives of the committees 
of the House and the Senate, for the con- 
stant consideration of foreign policy both 
during and between sessions of Congress. 
The other provides that the Secretary of 
State and other Cabinet officers, whose 
respective fields are involved, shall appear 
at stated times on the floor of Congress to 
answer questions and defend their foreign 
policies in regular debate. 

The former suggestion would provide for 
regular participation by the legislative 
branch of the Government during the for- 
mative period of policymaking. The latter 
would provide the check on executive dis- 
cretion by popular representatives which 
exists in the other democratically organ- 
ized states. 

It is difficult for the mass opinion of a 
democracy to perceive, and then follow out, 
the necessary steps to give concrete recog- 
nition to its general ideas on foreign policy. 
But while the democracies are drifting, the 
way of dictatorship is being blazed across 
the map.

e Easter 


Meat in Many Families 


Dainty new clothes and good 
food are two of the more worldly} 
things associated with Easter. And 
th woman who looks after these 
practical matters selects the menu 
for this particular Sunday dinner 
as painstakingly as she assembles 
her costume for the fashion parade. 

This year, if she happens to have 
her heart set on ham as the corner- 
stone of her dinner, she’s in luck. 
Ham prices are reasonable this 
spring as are prices for all cured 
pork products, according to figures 
collected by the Department of 
Agriculture, 

If the Easter ham comes from a 
porker that “stayed at home,” its 
acquisition probably will be a simple 
matter of a trip to the farm smoke- 
house. But if it comes from a pork- 
er that “went to market” there are 
a number of points to consider 
when buying it. 

First of all, it’s important to 
know how the ham was cured—so 
that it may be cooked accordingly. 

Quick Curing. 

Up until a year or two ago most 
hams on the market were cured 
slowly. But now, more and more 
hams are being cured by a new, 
quicker method. Some of the hams 
cured this new way are smoked at 
higher temperatures and are there- 
fore often partially cooked when 
they are sold. Words implying 
tenderness printed on the wrapper 
usually distinguish them. 

Another type of ham—sold to a 
lesser extent than either of these 
—is “precooked” ham. These are 
the only hams that have been 
smoked and heated long enough, at 
a high enough temperature, to be 
really cooked through, 

Smithfield ham is a variation of 
the conventional type of smoked 
ham—especially popular in the 
South Atlantic States. These are 
aged and mellowed after curing 
and smoking. This aging gives the 


‘ham a cheery flavor and a special 
texture, 

Ham quality, to some extent, can 
be judged by looks. Best ones are 
meaty, thick through, and well- 
rounded, They have a shank that 
is moderately short rather than one 
so long it gives the ham funnel- 
shaped appearance. 

A good bright color of lean is a 
mark of quality. So is a marbling 
of fat through the lean. The ab- 
sence of this marbling, however, is 
not especially significant, since 
many good hams do not have it. 
To be an economical buy, a ham 
should not have a wasteful amount 
of fat. If the ham has been cut 
it’s easier to note this. But it also 
may be observed on the butt end 
of the ham as it lies on the butch- 
er’s counter. 

Ham is one of the few roasts that 
may be cut in two and still be 
roasted successfully. “Sometimes 
the slices from the center are sold 
separately—then each end sold as 
a ham “half.” A family that is not 
large enough to use a whole ham 
often will find a ham half that is 
the right size. Ham hocks usually 
are plentiful on the market, at bar- 
gain prices, and they make excel- 
lent meat flavoring. 

It’s a good idea to wrap ham, 
cooked or uncooked, in oiled paper 
and put it in a refrigerator, Spread- 
ing a little cooking oil over the 
cut surface of uncooked ham will 
delay drying and molding. Canned 
hams or parts of hams, which are 
labeled “Perishable, Keep Under 
Refrigeration” should be constantly 
held at ordinary refrigerator tem- 
peratures until used. 

Shoulders of pork are cured in 
much the same way as hams. They 
may be kept and cooked in prac- 
tically the same ways. On the 
market portions of shoulders also 
go under the names of “picnics,” 
“Californias,” or “Calas.” 

Soaking Optional. 

Whether a ham is soaked or not 
before cooking depends upon the 
cure. If this has been mild, soak- 
ing is not necessary. For strongly 
cured hams, soaking is advisable— 
overnight or longer in cold water 
to cover for hams cooked whole; 
just a short time for slices to be 
broiled or fried. 

Like all pork, ham _ should be 
cooked thoroughly—to the point 
where it is well done. One of the 
best ways to cook a ham is to bake 
it slowly at 250° to 260 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Add no water and use 
no cover on the pan. If the ham 
has been soaked, wipe it dry. Then 

place the ham, rind side up, on a 
rack in an open pan, 

If a meat thermometer is inserted 
into the center of the roast, the 
ham is done when that registers 
170 degrees F. For conventionally 
cured and smoked hams, started 
when the meat is about room tem- 
perature and cooked whole this 
will take from 25 to 30 minutes for 
every pound of meat. For shank 
halves of hams it will be from 40 
to 45 minutes, And butt ends re- 
quire from 45 to 55 minutes. Re- 
move the rind from the ham while 
it is still hot. 

Another good way to cook ham Is 
to “boil” it—that is simmer it in 
water to cover. Put the ham on a 
rack in a large kettle or boiler. 
Cooking time will be about the 
same the same as for baking,

Hold 
them in place with toothpicks, then 
cover over with a brown sugar 
coating. When the ham comes out 
of the oven and cools slightly on 
the surface the toothpicks may be 
removed. 

Ham—hot or cold—should be 

served in very thin slices. Raisin 
or cider sauce may accompany it, 
or fresh grated horseradish mixed 
with whipped cream if you wish 
to tone down the biting tang. 
Boiled peaches, fried pineapple, or 
apple slices also go well with any 
of the cured pork roasts. 
And as for the leftovers, every 
scrap of cooked ham is good for 
seasoning. Grind it up and roll it 
in an omelet. Make into a spread 
for canapes; mix it into potato 
cakes; use it as part of the season- 
ing for devilling hard-cooked eggs; 
or spread it under a poached egg 
served on toast. One of the most 
customary ways of all is to mix it 
as a sandwich filling with salad 
dressing, chopped hard-cooked eggs, 
parsley and celery, or pickles.

RS. EDITH JARVIS ALDEN 
M is tired of being congratulated 

because she does a “man’s 
job” well. The only woman in 
American industry who holds a ma- 
jor executive position in this coun- 
try’s complicated railroad system 
believes that a job is a job, that 
it’s neuter and that sex and its 
ugly head have no part in the mat- 
ter. 

“T never feel complimented when 
people tell me I have a masculine 
mind, either,” said the slim, at- 
tractive secretary and assistant 
treasurer of the Burlington Rail- 
road, whose appointment to her 
present job six months ago made 
railroad, industrial and feminist 
history. 

“T like my job, but I don’t see 
‘why it’s a man’s job anymore than 
woman's job. And just because 
4 can digest the clauses of an inch- 
thick mortgage is no reason to call 
my mind masculine,” she contin- 
ued, wrinkling a nicely chiseled 
nose with distaste at the very idea. 


' Furthermore, the only woman 
railroad executive in the country 
doesn’t regard herself as a phe- 
Ynomenon at all. No one would pay 
the slightest attention to her and 
her job if women weren't still a 
novelty in business, she believes. 

_ Mrs. Alden isn’t a feminist and 
never had any business training 
~when she went to work for the 
Burlington 21 years ago, and didn't 
set out to be @ career woman in 
the first place. But a temporary 
job, which had to do with the dis- 
tribution of Liberty bonds, has 
stretched out into one of the most 
successful feminine careers in the 
country. 

' And if equal rights mean ihat 
the other officers of the Burling- 
ton Railroad, who are men, won't 
rise when she enters their office, 
‘won't open doors for her and stand 
back to let her enter a room first, 
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DIAGNOSIS: 
praiseworthy. And may I remind you again 
that it isn’t necessary to have a college

“Such a bill is enough to make 
you wonder if women are people,” 
she said. “If a woman has a genu- 
ine talent, a genuine contribution 
to make in the field of business, 
then I don’t think she should be 
barred from its development or 
exercise, 

“Very often in these times, when 
the cost of living is so high, it 
takes two pay checks to make a 
home until a young man is on his 
feet and can support his wife. I 
don’t think we have a right to ask 
young people nowadays to delay 
marriage until the man can assume 
full financial responsibility for the 
home. 

“I don’t think it’s easy for 
women to have both a career and 
a home, and I think most women 
want the latter. I marvel at women 
who can run both a house and an 
office. Frankly, I can’t. At the end 
of a day in the office, I’m too tired 
to try to run a household, too.” 


If a wife accepts part of the 
financial responsibility of a home, 
then the husband should be will- 
ing to shoulder part of the domes- 
tic responsibility, in Mrs. Alden’s 
opinion. 

“But I’ve noticed that when a 
man and woman both work it is 
the woman who's expected to 
shoulder all the domestic responsi- 
bility,” she smiled.

An Entire Household, Pets 
Included, Affected by 
Malady.

EVERAL years ago a New York 
§ physician bought an old Colon- 

ial house in Greenwich, Conn. 
In modernizing the plumbing acop- 
per hot-water tank was installed. 
Two years later the doctor no 
ticed uncertainty of walking on a 
rough road in the dark; he could 
not maintain his balance, 

An airedale dog was noticed to 
act queerly, refuse food and fall into 
a stupor. A veterinary diagnosed 
rabies and the dog was shot. 

The following winter the doctor 
noticed such impairment in memory 
in himself as to cause him grave 
concern, It was a defect of memory 
for immediate recent events, such 
as remembering what he read on 
the page before. He felt it was an 
impairment of cerebral function 
probably due to age. When the 
snow cleared off he again experi- 
enced difficulty in walking on a 
rough road, and many accidental 
collisions with furniture. 

He told his wife that he felt he 
had something serious the matter 
with him and had decided to consult 
a doctor. He then learned the fol- 
lowing facts: 

The family cat had developea an 
inco-ordination similar to his. The 
cat had fallen heavily while trying 
to jump to a window sill, a thing he 
had long been doing with ease, 
His wife had noticed a numwpness 
in her fingers, so that she could 
hardly hold a needle to sew. She 
had regarded this as an inevitable 
consequence of the march of time 
until the housekeeper had begun to 
complain of numbness of the legs. 
The doctor had thought his trou- 
ble a’ progressive organic nervous 
disease, but now it looked as if a 
toxic agent to which they had all 
been exposed was responsible. 

At this point he was told of some 
similar cases found by the Amer- 
ican Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
that had been caused by chronic 
lead poisoning. 

An investigation showed that 
everyone in the household was 
It also was found that 
the water from the hot water tank 
(in which all the vegetables the 
family ate were boiled) contained 
0.18 milligrams of lead per liter. 
The cat had eaten these vegetables. 
The dog had been fed such food for 
two years. The plumber who had 
put in the tank used lead paint 
on the pipe joints and all the in- 


lead solder. 

Under proper treatment the 
symptoms abated, and then a most 
astonishing sequel occurred. 

The proper treatment for lead 
poisoning includes plentiful green 
vegetables. When they returned to 
New York the symptoms of numb- 
ness returned and they found the 
vegetables they were eating were 
covered with lead arsenate. 

Lead arsenate spray is used espe- 
cially on apples, but also on nearly 
every kind of fruit and green vege- 
table. It is the most effective and 
economical agent against insects. 
Farmers are apt to resent investi- 
gation of spray residues. They 
argue that since their families eat 
the food they send to market and 
have no symptoms, it must be 
harmless. But no one knows how 
many farm families are suffering 
from disabilities regarded as an act 
of God or the disabilities of old 
age and really due to chronic lead 
poisoning. Control measures should 
be taken.
